bing Abantu, Hottentots aud whites
with the greatest impartinlity, In the
course of the lust 200 years both Bush-
men wr 2 Hottentots have simost died
out  Zo-day the Katlirs constitute nearly
the eatire native population, Divided
into hundieds of tribes of varying sizes
they are yet all more or less olosely re.
lated. Their customs are largely ideati-
cal over the wildest tracts of country
and the grammur of their language is
the same throughout its many Jdialects,

The Kaflic language is a diffinult one
ut beat, There are tendifferent ways of
tormmyg plurids,  The verbs are also
very complicate . There are four sounds
in Kaf'ir not found in European tongues.
Fow whites attempt to spesk Kaflla
grammaticully, but nearly every one lo
Natal can speak n kind of dialect kpown
to all town Kaflirs,

Atthe beginning of the present cen-
tury there were about nisety-four tribes
of Kaftim in Nustal aslone, The year
1812, however, saw the rise of the great
Zulu empire, For sixtecs years, Chaka,
the Zulu Napoleon, carried tire nod
spear tar and wide, aod when quiet was
onee  more  restored
nivety-four tribes had utterly perished,

The Natal pative laws are very strict,
No Kaflir is allowed out slter ¥ o'clock
at night without u pass, If he veatures
out and is cuught be s arrested and
severely punished. No drink or tirearms
can be sold or given to Kaflirs without
subjeoting both parties to tine or 1m-
nrisonment. The Kaflis are coutrolled
by vative police—a very useful and ath-

The natives are wonderiully honest,
Not one per cent, of the houses in Dur-

Comtrary to the geoeral improssion in
the United Btates, this country, and o
